Speeders and Others and “Safety 
First” 
(Covina Argus) 

Some day when the automobile has settled 
down to staid middle age, rather than strug- 
gling with the ailments of childhood, uni- 
form laws and regulations and uniform en- 
forcement of such laws and regulations will 
go far toward making the world a safer 
place ot walk and ride in, according to the 
safety first bureau of the National Automo- 
bile Club. Just at present we are suffering 
from spaemodie reaction to public opinion. 
A succession of accidents will very fre- 
quently be followed by a wave of severe sen- 
tences. Then the reins of justice will be loos- 
ened once more and fines will be meted out 
in place of jail terms and lesser offenders 
will be let off with a warning. 

The circumstances surrounding the case 
must be taken into consideration if a just 
decision as to punishment is to be reached. 
Fifty miles an hour on a highway devoid of 
traffic or intersections is not as, culpable an 
offense as passing a blind crossing in the 
city where a car may not be brought under 
control in time to avoid accident.” The aver- 
age motorist believes in jail sentences for 
the offender who endangers the lives of oth- 
ers on the road. Violation of a speed limit is 
a minor consideration compared to the haz- 
ard to others which such violation may 
produce. 

The driver who, impatient a tdelay, cuts 
out and in on a crowded thoroughfare; the 
driver who drives on the wrong side of the 
highway and delights in clipping the fenders 
of approaching cars; the driver who at- 
tempts to pass on a curve or a hill where the 
view ahead is obstructed; the driver who 
doesn’t signal for a turn or a stop; the driver 
who drives a car without proper brakes and 
proper headlights; the driver who ignores the 
rights of others and who delights in ‘taking 
a chanece’’—these are the constant menaces 
on our highways and city streets; these are 
the violators of the laws who form the great- 
est hazard to motoring. 

Speed, in itself, is not the worst of traffic 
violations today. Under certain circumstances 
it leads to accident, but it is usually bound 
up with some more serious violation of the 
letter and spirit of the code. The motor car 
of today can travel at a higher rate of speed 
and still remain within the limits of safety 
than the motor of twenty years ago. But the 
present limit of thirty-five miles an hour on 
‘the open highway is ample under presenti 
traffie conditions, and twenty miles an hour 
is fast enough in the residential sections of 
our cities.

Oral recitations are very valuable in help- 
ing students acquire the confidence to back 
up their ideas. Written tests have their value 
but#they donot give the self-assurance that 
some quiet people need. Dramatic work, de- 
bates, declamations—these develop confidence.

Inspectors for the State 
Railroad Commission, it be-
